Special Subcommittee on Intelligence, House Armed Services Committee, on 
IrUI. R. 15845, which would amend the National Security Act of 1947. I explained 
among other things that Chairman Lucien N. Nedzi (D. , Mich. ) is somewhat 
astounded that there have been so few requests for public or other witnesses 
to appear to testify on the bill. In regard to his question as to the prognosis 
of the bill moving this Congress, I said I wasn't sure, but asked him if it aid, 
did he feel it could be moved through the Senate this Congress. McFadden 
said it would be possible to do this perhaps without hearings, assuming the 
legislation is pretty much identical to the Proxmire amendment to the Military 
Procurement Authorization already approved by the Senate (S. 3000). 

I asked what his opinion would be if the House included in the bill our 
Intelligence Sources and Methods provision and McFadden saicT tSaJ wm . i 
be another ballgame since it opens up a number of areas, and they already nave 
requests from the American Civil Liberties Union and others to appear in 
connection with Agency legislation; however, McFadden conceded that it maxes 
sense to add the Intelligence Sources and Methods provision to the legislation 
once we have opened up the CIA section of the National Security Act to amendment.
